Poisonous Coffee. 
Who would have supposed that the cof­ 
fee berry could be tampered w ith? 
Very 
few persons, we opine; but it seems that 
I»r. W alker, of the New York Board of 
Health, lias been exam ining several brands 
of coffee that have been put through a sort 
of polishing process to make the coffee look 
better and therefore more salable. 
In 
this process a sack of coflee is placed in a 
horizontal revolving cylinder, and certain 
substances added w hich have the effect of 
polishing and coloring the berries. 
Some 
lUtle'older 1 
l *iese coloring matters are the most vio­ 
lent of poisons. 
Here is the result of the 
doctor’s analysis of specimens of Guatemala 
and Meriealbo eotiees: 
Among the color­ 
ing matter used is chromate of lead, Prus­ 
sian blue or perroeganide of potassium, 
yellow ocher (in which arsenic is often 
found), amber, Venetian red, lampblack, 
gum-arabic, soapstone and charcoal. About 
one-sixtieth part of a grain of arsenious 
acid is found in every cup of coflee made 
from the colored bean. 
1 >r. E. 
F. Bartley, chemist, has also 
made sim ilar examinations anti 
reports 
that French chalk, gum-arabic, charcoal 
front 
wood, burnt 
lmnes, yellow ocher 
Venetian reds, chrome orange, celestial 
blue, indigo, indigo extract and other 
chemicals were used in the coloring pro­ 
cess. 
The use of chrome orange (sulphate 
of iead) and celestial blue he recommend­ 
ed be discontinued at once. Professor .Mar­ 
tin agreed that the use of chrome orange 
and Prussian blue should be discontinued, 
as they are dangerous to 
health. 
The 
companies were directed to discontinue the 
use of tiie poisonous drugs. 
A large m il! establishment for thus doc­ 
toring coflee has been established, where 
whole cargoes are sent by different im ­ 
porters to he treated. 
Persons who pur­ 
chase coflee in the bean should refuse to 
buy any except it lie in it5 natural state. 
Nothing of that kind can be done to make 
the beverage any more pleasant to the 
taste or more healthy to drink. 
We are 
not aware that any such objectionable 
processes are carried on in San Francisco. 
Our coflee is imported direct and sold ¡11 
the original package and not tampered 
1 with at all.

It might lie of interest to that numerous 
class of the community into whose dietary 
m ilk enters more or less to know whether 
carbonate of soda, bora ie acid, or nitrate 
of potash injures or improves the quality 
of the fluid. 
Front the evidence of a oor- 
rospomlent it appears that in hot weather 
m ilk venders, or at least some of them, 
have adopted the very questionable habit 
of m ixing these substances with the arti­ 
cle which they sell in order to keep the 
m ilk fresh. 
It is, of course, possible that 
boracie acid may have the property of pre­ 
serving niilk from “ turning.” 
The same 
agent has been tried before for keeping 
I meat from putrefaction, and lia.- been sup­ 
posed to answer. 
But the eftis t with this 
particular form of m ilk adulteration is 
likely to produce on the digestions of those 
who consume the novel compound cannot 
he prophesied with any safety except by 
persons well acquainted with the laws of 
chemistry. 
According to the testimony 
which we puhli h, the result in certain in­ 
stances has lasen to produce illness of a 
rather severe type. 
A little knowledge of 
chemistry among venders of m ilk would 
l*e a dangerous thing for their customers if 
j this practice continues; and it is obviously 
; not to be endured that, our m ilk supply 
! should 
be meddled with anti its purity 
; destroyed by means of chemical ex¡<cri- 
j menta conducted by perfect amateurs. Gut 
1 of sixteen analyses of m ilk made with the 
; purpose of discovering the cause of the 
illiH-s- dcseril*cd, only two samples were 
found to he pure; one was adulterated by 
; the admixture of w. tor, and no less than 
j thirteen had l» cn subjected to the experi- 
i menta we have mentioned with boracie and 
; at her acids. 
We have heard of llmir and 
¡ chalk being used as ingredients of cows’ 
m ilk by dishonest venders ; but the addi­ 
tion of chemical eonq*ounds intended to 
preserve the article gives .1 new terror to 
tbe homely m ilk jug.— [London Standard.

Another batch of Supreme Court de­ 
cisions apminst this city, in the bond suits, 
lias been handed down. One by one all 
the cases involving the issues raised 
between the city and her creditors are being 
thrown against her. 
Years ago an examination of the law. a 
plain reading of its face, an analysis of its 
purpose, the judgment of the best lawyers 
of the city, the application of reason, the 
dictates of right, combined to convince this 
journal that, when it came, the ultimate 
decision would be adverse to the city rela­ 
tive to the levy of one per cent, for the gen­ 
eral fund in order to place fifty-five per 
cent, thereof in the sinking and interest 
fund. The decisions of the Supreme Court 
in the last few days, as also all preceding de­ 
cisions by it. have affirmed the j>osition of 
this journal. 
For years the city failed to preserve the 
fund as by law required. We have uni­ 
formly stated our belief that, sooner or 
Inter, the city would be punished by the 
Courts for ttils dereliction, unless a re- 
.-idjn. 'rnrnt of our bonded indebtedness 
could be made. 
For this conscientious and independent 
statement e>f opinion, the Recorp-Uxion 
was pounced upon and bitterly denounced 
and stigmatized us “ the bondholders' 
organ.” Every prejudice was appealed to, 
popular clamor was invoked and every act 
availed of to turn public fury against the 
paoer. The false charges and slanderous, 
not 
say viciously brutal assaults, were 
iterated week in and week out, whenever 
the slightest pretext could be made to give 
seeming excuse. These venal attacks, we 
have reason to believe, were prompted l»v 
the gold of the bondholders or their agents. 
Certainly these men, had they sought to 
conjure up a scheme to appreciate their 
bonds ami enhance their value, could not 
have more successfully attained their end 
than has been done along the whole line of 
the litigation prosecuted or defended in the 
name of the city. In short, Sacramento 
has played into the hands of Mr. Daniel 
Meyer, the chief of the bondholders, and 
the bondholders' agents, until the values of 
their securities have gone up to figures 
nearly double those at which, by refunding, 
we might at one time have secured them. 
The assaults ami vilifications referred to. 
and which have rained upon the Reookh- 
«Isiox all these years, have most largely 
emanated from a source of all others least 
warranted by discretion in charging venal­ 
ity. it is true, however,'"that in the hue 
and erv of " ¡stop thief theculprit himself 
often shouts the loudest. 
We have repeatedly expressed our belief, 
i as a fact, that some considerable 
if the city bonds were frattou- 
nception birth and holding, and 
vd that such stej>s be taken as 
tse official inquiry to be made, 
h evidences of the fact might be

We have repeatedly urged inquiry into the 
charge made that the bondholders' agents 
have corruptly controlled public influences 
to ad\ nice the interests of their principals, 
and have besought the authorities to so act 
in the premises as to bring inquiry into a 
Jorum when1 the facts might l>e develop'd, 
and tin' evidences of the truth of the charge 
be presented. 
We have repeatedly urged that inquiry 
be made into the question whether the 
bonds held by Mr. Daniel Meyer and his 
colleague bondholders have ever been 
Jisled for taxation, or made to contribute, 
its Uo other values, to the supi>ort of the 
government. 
V - a remarkable fact that not ore 
tine 


met with the faintest response or seconding by 
those who have been most diligent in charging 
that the Rkcokd-Usion has been prompted by 
the bondholders. 
Conscious of its own rectitude, the 
Record-I*xión awaited the judgment of 
time and verity. 
When at last the hour 
struck, it crushed the infamous libels, 
shamed its accusers, and choked the slan­ 
ders in the throat of utterance. The whole 
range of assaults were simply the outcome 
of hot intolerance on the one hand and 
venality and cunning on the other. It not 
infrequently happens that a community is 
led to consider as its enemy the friend who 
advises it well, when the counsel given 
runs counter to its prejudices. But in this 
respect we have the consolation of knowing 
that the soundest legal advice and the best 
financial and business judgment in the city 
has uniformly been in accord with that 
of the R ecord-Unios. 
Committee after committee of citizens 
lias been appointed by this people to look 
into the whole bond question, and to inves­ 
tigate it to the bedrock. Every one of these 
has gone to pieces upon the same reef- 
arriving at the conclusisn that must be 
found by every honest, and unbiased 
investigator. The very last of these 
committees was composed of an es­ 
pecially large number of representa­ 
tive 
citizens 
of 
financial 
experi­ 
ence and unquestioned integrity, whose 
entire interests are hound up with the in­ 
terests of this city. It met week after 
week and labored most dilligently. The 
result was that the conviction forced itself 
upon that body to which we hare referred, 
and without venturing to even make a re­ 
port to the people, the organization melted 
away. 
The city has not, in short, made a soli­ 
tary stej) in advance. Not a single bond has 
been depreciated, nor the payment of a 
solitary coupon successfully resisted ; she 
has not evaded the tribute she is forced to 
pay to the sinking and interest fund, but, 
on the contrary, lias, by litigation, piled uj> 
new burdens. 
There remains one resort—the Supreme 
Court of tlw United States, to which we 
may possibly carry up some of these bond 
cases. In the name of all that is dear to 
the city, let them be taken up and speedily 
decided. This long delay is a cloud to our 
prosperity and a drag to the feet of pro­ 
gress. If the city is at the mere mercy of 
the bondholders, the sooner the fact is 
jilaeed beyond remotest possibility of 
doubt, the better. We have not the faintest 
shadow of sympathy with the bondholders; 
we have iterated our hope and wish for 
their defeat under the law. In common 
with all citizens who entertain sentiments 
of justice, we desire the rigid, to prevail, no 
matter what the result. He who asks for 
more is extortionate, and he who demands 
less is dishonest. 
It behooves citizens to look these matters 
squarely in the face; to consider them as they 
would business interests of grave import; 
to be neither deceived by popular clamor 
nor cowed by the stigma of “bondholder’s 
agent” that the irrational apply to all who 
advise the application of ordinary business 
wisdom to the administration of city af­ 
fairs. 
The combative disposition, con­ 
trolled by reason, is desirable in every com­ 
munity, and it may bo very popultn to join 
in the cry. " Fight to the last;” but the arts 
of peace are not unworthy of consideration, 
even in the effort to adjust the bonded in­ 
debtedness of the city. That we must come 
to a refunding sooner or later we are con­ 
vinced; but we would not precedent to 
that have a single right of the city under 
the law neglected, or a solitary remedy 
abandoned. Whatever legal resort the city 
has, let it be availed of. She is in for liti­ 
gad 
now, and hachas well follow it to the 
end That she will be advised to do so 
there is and will be no question, so long as 
a lawyer stands in shoe-leather or the hope 
of a fee remains. But in the meantime 
the people may well look about them, and 
discover if they can what the future is to 
be. The interests of the city are too great, 
the promise for her commercial importance 
is too (¡uttering for tiie one to be crippled 
or the other destroyed by a debt even ag­ 
gregating so much as does ours. 
Sacramento never had brighter prospects. 
With tiie upbuilding of northern Califor­ 
nia and the full development of its re­ 
sources, this city will enlarge her trade, in- 
ireuse her population and enhance her val­ 
ues. Such a sjiirit of local pride, and such a 
disposition to make this the most desirable 
of places for residence, animates our peoplp 
at this time, as to warrant the forecast that 
in ih< early future we shall reap rich re­ 
wards. Tlte debt and the bond-bolder» 
must be swept out of the way; they must 
not hinder our progress ; we have no time 
for iurther criminations; we must he a 
united people, with an eye single to the 
prosperity and commercial importance of 
the second city of the State. There is 
nothing in our present situation to cause 
despondency. 
Obstacles will rise before 
us. but only to be overcome. 
W e call attention to the issue of the 
W eekly Union of to-day as a number of 
special importance. Its twelve large pages 
c attain not only the latest telegraphic ad­ 
vices and much well-selected miscellany, 
but the full proceedings of the Northern 
California Immigration Convention; the 
proceedings of the first meeting of the Di­ 
rectors of the new Immigration Associa­ 
tion tor Northern California: special en­ 
tomological agricultural 
articles; the 
annual address of President Kinigan 
of the State Board of Agriculture 
full accounts of the events of the state 
Fair: address of E. V*. Muslin on the 
capacity of the foothill region for grape 
and fruit culture, as delivered before the 
HI Dorado District Agricultural Associa­ 
tion ; an article of special interest on the 
microscope: the address of L. J. Rose be­ 
fore the State Agricultural Society on grape 
■ uliure. market reports, anil a large num­ 
ber of other valuable papers. The issue is 
one that especially addresses itself to the 
thoughtful reader, and to agriculturists and 
horticulturists in particular. 
The San Francisco Post, referring to the 
Northern California Immigration Conven­ 
tion, remarks that this -■■.••ion of ' 'alifornia 
will not only he benefited by the result of 
the Convention's deliberation, but the 
moral influence of the effort will encourage 
j 
pit- of all sc :ions o f'lie State to follow 
the praiseworthy example set at so auspic­ 
ious a time by men whose purposes are so 
weii known for patriotism. The Post adds: 
“ We have frequently heard travelers, who 
thought that they had exhausted tlte State, 
siiv that if they had only known of the 
conveniences and desirabilities of other 
parts, especially those that arc to be 
represented at the Convention, they would 
have delaved their return. ’

Rem arks of the Press Upon the Conven­ 
tion and Result. 
[Placer Herald.J 
Pursuant to notice heretofore given a 
Convention of representative citizens trom 
nearly all the counties comprising tiie cen­ 
tral and northern portion of California met 
at Pioneer Hall in Sacramento last Tuesday 
for the purpose of organizing what they 
chose to name the “ Immigration Associa­ 
tion of Northern California.” The meeting 
was largely attended, being composed of 
over 100 members, and in appearance, as 
well as representative ability, it was at 
least equal to any body of men that has 
ever assembled for any purpose in this 
State. One idea had dominated their selec­ 
tion, and that was to send the best m en; 
and the best men were there. Of the 
abundant and various resources of north­ 
ern and central California there is no doubt 
among those who have carefully watched 
their gradual development. Every day al­ 
most new features of value have been dis­ 
covered in tiiis section, until they have 
already become so varied and so attractive 
that even many of the oldest settlers are 
•Je n -elves surprised at results a.id produc­ 
tion.- which but yesterday, a.- it were, they 
t o iiiselves had considered as impossible, 
i ,i illustrate, it is but a few years since tiie 
foothill country bordering the great Saera- 
im-n’o vallev. and which in extent is itself 
equal to so'tild* of our smaller States, was 
considered practically worthless except as a 
spring range for stock, or tor the quartz 
that ribs some of the higher ridges, or pos­ 
sibly the little gold that might be obtained 
by rewashing some of the tailings that 
yet cumber the ravines. 
Now these 
hills are sending forth some of the very 
best fruit in the way of berries, grapes, 
peaches, pears, apples, plums, quinces, 
prunes, etc.. that the California market 
affords, and though their development in 
this new line has really but just begun, the 
foothill fruit has a wide-spread reputation 
for its excellency, and the demand for it is 
far in advance of the supply. The valley 
lands, by gradual experiments, are found 
to be adapted to a greater variety of pro­ 
ductions than had been supposed. North­ 
ern California is itself an empire in rich­ 
ness and in extent. It is capably of sup­ 
porting well ten times its population. 
Little, however, has gone forth to the world 
regarding its extent and its richness, and 
consequently the newcomer naturally turns 
his steps south, to the portion of the State 
that has been liberally advertised and about 
which he has read and is informed. The 
object of the meeting at Sacramento last 
Tuesday was to organize a movement for 
the dissemination of reliable information 
regarding northern California and for di­ 
recting immigrants who may c-ome to this 
portion of the State to such opportunities 
for securing homes as may be offered. 
Placer was ably represented m that body 
by.fudge.I. E. Hale.

The plan of organization provides for a 
Board of Directors, consisting of one from 
each county interested, with an Executive 
Committee’ of five, and a President and 
Secretary whose headquarters shall he in 
Sacramento. Each county Director is re­ 
quired to organize a local society in his re­ 
spective county, whose duty it shail be to 
collect information and means in the sev­ 
eral counties essential to the success of the 
movement. 
Every business man and 
property holder will recognize at once the 
value and importance of this movement, 
and all should promptly give their encour­ 
agement and assistance to the great work. 
Sometime within a week or ten days, of 
which due notice will he given by .Mr. J. 
A. Fletcher, the Director at present for 
Placer, a meeting will be held at Auburn 
for organizing the Placer County branch. 
At that meeting a full attendance from all 
over the county is especially desired and 
when the time for the meeting is an­ 
nounced, which will be done soon, it is 
hoped that every community in the county 
will arrange to send delegates. Nothing 
has ever been done in the State that is lia­ 
ble to redound more to the benefit of old 
Placer than the starting of the move to se­ 
cure desirable immigration to develop our 
vast resources and add to our business in­ 
terests. to our productions and to our taxa­ 
ble property, and Placer, it is hoped and 
confidently believed, will show an interest 
in the matter equal to its importance. The 
central society has been well started: now 
let na work together as one man to make 
the local society of Placer the grandest, and 
best, and most efficient of them all. 
[S. F. Call, September 19th.] 
A Convention was held in Sacramento 
on Tuesday, the purpose of which was to 
take mi i ares to attract to the northern 
and central counties of the State a larger 
proportion of immigrants than has fallen 
to their lot. The Convention was composed 
of prominent citizens of the central and 
northern counties. In calling the assem­ 
blage to order. J. N. Rideout, in rHo course 
of a brief statement of the objects of the 
Convention, said : ' We have all felt that 
the tide of immigration which lias swept 
into this State hies not left sufficient of its 
volume with us. and that we have not 
profited as we should have done by the 
efforts heretofore put forth to induce occu­ 
pation of our territory by immigrants of * 
desirable class. That this is. and has been, 
due very largely to our own inaction, is the 
sincere conviction of most of us who have 
given the subject a thought.’’ Mr. Ride­ 
out is correct, both as to the fact and its 
cause. The southern counties have been 
much more active in extending informa­ 
tion as to soil and climate than the central 
and northern counties. The mas» of the 
people East are -till in ignorance of Califor­ 
nia, but there are quite a number who have 
heard of the orange groves of Lo» Angeles. 
Some localities in San Bernardino and 
Santa Barbara have also arrest. 1 Last, rn 
attention. The centra! counties have done 
comparatively little to make their especial 
advantagi s known, and the "Xircme north­ 
ern counties still less. 
M. N. Foster, a farmer living near Hay­ 
wards. has a hog which spends his time 
with a flock of geese.

Lulu Hurst, the “ Georgia Wonder," gave 
a second exhibition at Arm ory H all last 
night, to a m uch sm aller audience than on 
the first night. 
A second observation leads 
to the conclusion that Miss H urst is a very 
strong girl, and not half so guileless as she 
appears. 
She has admirable control of her 
m uscles and her features, and can assum e 
a nonchalant air with ease. 
Without, any 
intention to do her injustice, or contribute 
to the decadence o f her business, it is sim ­ 
ple duty on the part o f this journal to re­ 
cord its conviction that all she does in her 
exhibitions is due to physical causes, and 
the resuit o f m uscular. effort and adroit 
m anagem ent on her part.

Sim s olli red $1,000 to any one who could 
do it by pressure o f the sides o f the back o f 
the chair. 
W hen J. H. Carroll would 
touch his feet to the flour, Miss Hurst easi­

tilted him forward and lifted him 
slightly, for the reason that by pressure 
upon his hack with the chair and the re­ 
sistance o f his feet upon the floor, she was 
relieved ..f over one-half his weight. 
In 
tlie cue trick she was plainly seen to seize* 
the cue w ith her left hand, w hile it lay in

the Constitution of the State of California be 
amended so as to read as follows:. 


A m en d m en t No. 3. 
Section 9. A State Board ot Equalization, con­ 
futing of one member from each Congressional 
District in this State, as the same existed in 
eichteeu hundred and seventy-nine, shall be 
elected br the qualified electors ol their respec­ 
tive districts, ui the general election to be held 
in ti»e year one thousand eight hundred and 
eightv-six, and at each gubernatorial election 
thereafter, whose term of office shall be tor four 
years, whose duty it shall be to equalize the 
valuation of the taxable property in the several 
count ios of the State for the purposes of taxa­ 
tion. The Controller of State shall be ex officio 
a member of the Board. The Boards of Super­ 
visors of the several counties of the state shall 
constitute Boards of Equalization for their 
respective counties, whose duty it shall he to 
equalize the valuation of the taxable property 
in tin* county for the purpose of taxation: pro­ 
vided, such State and County Boards of Equali­ 
zation are hereby authorized and empowered, 
under such rules of notice as the County Boards 
may prescribe, as to the county assessments, and 
under such rules of notice as the State BoaTd 
may prescribe as to the action ofthe State Board, 
to increase or lower the entire assessment roll, 
or any assessment contained therein, so as to 
equalize the assessment of the property con­ 
tained in «aid assessment roll, and make the 
assessment conform to the true value in money 
of the property contained in said roll: provided, 
that no Board of Equalization shall raise any 
mortgage, deed of trust, contract or other obli­ 
gation by which a debt is secured, money or 
solvent credits, above its face value. The pres­ 
ent State Board of Equalization shall continue 
in office until their successors, as licr^n pro­ 
vided for. shall be elected and shall qualify. 
The Legislature shall have power io rcdistnct 
the State into four districts as nearly euual in 
population as practical, and to provide ior the 
elections of members of said Board of Equaliza­ 
tion.

T h re e S y stem s o f M ilk S ettin g . 
The Milch Zritung gives an account of 
careful tests of three experts of the keeping 
and other qualities of 50 samples of butter, 
made at dilb-rent places, from cream sepa­ 
rated from the milk in different ways, and 
especially by the centrifugal machine, by 
the ice-coming or riwartz system, and by 
the ordinary Holstein method, where the 
milk, without special cooling, is set at once 
in shallow pans in a cellar and kept at 
about 50° or 57° Fahr. Headers engaged in 
dairying will read inis experience with in­ 
terest, and perhaps be led to do a little test­ 
ing on their own account. 
In respect to quality at the outset, the 
samples of butter from cream gathered 
by the oldest methods of simple cool set­ 
ting took the lead; 50 per cent, of these 
samples were rated as tine or very tine, 
against ¡50 per cent, of those by the ice-cool­ 
ing system, and i*S per cent, by the centri- 
fngal; 50 per cent of tiie samples from 
centrifugal cream were rated as simply 
good, against 2 < per cent by the ice-cooiing 
system, and 22 per cent, by the simple cool 
setting. This difference ¡11 favor of the 
older systems against the centrifugal is at 
tribute*! by the writer rather to the greater 
rare taken in the manufacture of the but­

H ow to <irt*aso a W h eel. 
A veil made wheel will endure constant 
wo.-r fr»»m ten to iwenty-ftve years, il care 
is taken to use the right kind and proper 
amount ofgp-iae; but ii this matter in m>t 
attend**! to, it will be. used up in five or 
six years. 
Ijard should never be used on 
a wagon, for it will penetrate the hub 
and work its way around the ten* us of the 
spokes, thus spoiling the wheel. Tallow is 
the best lubricator for wooden ixh -trees, 
ami castor oil for iron hubs, but many of 
the patent axle greases are also excellent, 
and have the merit of being cheaper and 
moie convenient to handle. Just grease 
enough should he applied to the spindle of 
a wagon ty give it u slight coaling. This is 
better I b an more, for trie surplus put on 
wiil work i*ut at the ends and be forced by 
the shoulder-bands and nnt-washcr into 
ihe lnib around the outside of the boxc^. 
To oil an iron axle, first wipe the spindle 
clean, wetting with spirits of turpentine for 
that purpose, and tiien apply a few drops 
of castor oil near the shoulder and end. 
One teaspoonful is sufficient for the whole.

Tlie largest structural display at ¡he State 
Fair Pavilion—that first com m anding the 
attention o f the eye on entering—i» the 
lofty and brilliant architectural structure 
in the center o f the west wing, by ihe 
widely-known hardware house o f H unting­ 
ton. Hopkins it Go., o f Sacramento and San 
Francisco. 
Som e detail regarding it is 
com manded by its beauty and grace and 
the art displayed in its adornment. 
Mr. 
Hansbrow. an attache of the house, was the 
designer, and it was constructed under his 
direction, occupying four weeks of time, 
day and night. 
The form is that o f a Chi­ 
nese pagoda. 
A ll tlie exterior designs are 
worked out by the disposal, by infinite 
care and taste, o f a myriad o f pieces of 
hardware tools and house-triiuniings on a 
I background o f dark-red. relieved by bine 
and black trim m ings. 
The central pyra­ 
midal structure is 16 feet square at the 
base, and 
FORTY FKITT OVER A ¡.I, 
In bight. 
Kike sentinels, at corners rise 
fa ir graceful towers, in keeping with the 
general design and finish. 
The tipper s e c ­ 
tion o f the central structure is of less 
breadth and depth, and it is crowned by a 
circle of over-revolving loconiwtivc head­ 
lights. surrounded by a broad circle of 
polished 
and 
glittering 
band-lantcrns. 
Over all rises a broad, slow lv-tum ing star, 
decorated with circular saws and varieties 
o f sm all hardware, all flashing back the 
iight as the beautiful design revolves. 
The 
cornice below is marked out handsom ely 
witn such a prosaic article as sheep-shears. 
Eaeli panel o f the upper section bears great 
circular saws that revolve slow ly, and the 
hands o f reflected light thereon resemble 
quick-m oving dinl-hands. 
Tito surround­ 
ing decorations are fanciful designs, worked 
out with stu li odd 
things as 
spoons, 
hutclier-knives, 
brass 
iioor-rail, 
picture 
nails, etc. 
BELOW THESE 
Flares the four sloping faces o f the roof of 
the m ain body, one bearing the nam e of 
the firm, and o f San Francisco ami Sacra­ 
m ento in letters of brilliant red. hem m ed 
in with tldck-set brass nails. 
A long the 
eaves graceful festoons of chains are caught 
tin witli various glittering tools. 
I wo 
handsome signs of tlie firm in gold letteis 
grace the roof, which is supported by four 
pillars from the floor o f the base, each 
decorated w ith thermometers, bronze butts, 
magnets, etc. 
On these, here and there, 
revolve sm aller circular saws. 
The panels 
of the body o f the pagoda are thick set 
with a great variety o. unique anti graceful 
designs, all of varied m etal goods, boose 
trim m ings, all m anner of polished hard­ 
ware. am i tools representing all the trades. 
Here, too, the eye rests on handsom e de­ 
signs formed of brass, plum bing goods, 
steam and water gauges, and the like. 
It 
is im possible to detail these things in the 
space at com mand, strong as is our desire. 
\V are driven to pass with a glance a land­ 
scape worked out on one of tlie panels 
m ost artistically, with human figures hap­ 
pily introduced—a maid made of brass 
pitis, chain, horse nails, etc., instead, as 


rate, representative and graceful mercantile 
designs ever seen, and the pride of the firm 
in it should tie such as to justify its pre­ 
servation, at least by the painters’ or pho­ 
tographer's art. 
W e close our account 
with the regret that by no mere descrip­ 
tion can we convey to the reader any clear 
idea o f this m arvel o f construction and de­ 
signing from m aterials so difficult to adapt 
to lines o f beauty.

T he grenade 
consists o f un ornamental glass bottle, hold­ 
ing about a pint o f som e chem ical solution, 
w hich is vaporized upon the application of 
heat 
into lire-extinguisbing gases, anil 
tiiese kill the fire instantly. 
A singular 
feature about tlie solution is that it is per­ 
fectly harm less to flesh or fabric. 
The 
representative last evening broke a bottle 
bef'dre several o f the Directors and drank it 
and put it in his eyes. 
Several of the Di­ 
rectors tasted it, but it didn’t seem to suit 
their taste. 
The tests made were very se­ 
vere and highly successful, and at the con­ 
clusion the applause was as hearty as it 
was well merited. Partitions were put up to 
represent an inside end o f a room, and this 
was coated over w ith oil, tar, rosin and 
piled in with kindling. 
SVlien a match 
was applied the 
flames 
leaped upward 
tw enty to thirty feet high ami burned fur­ 
iously, and when well a-tire a grenade was 
dashed into it and the fire disappeared as if 
by magic. 
Another test was the firing 
o f a tall wooden chim ney or Hue. The draft 
carried the fire fur out the top and roared 
like a cyclone. 
The agent broke a grenade 
into the base o f the flue, and in lliree sec­ 
onds not a spark o f fire could be found. 
The Board o f Directors were so highly 
pleased with the grenades that they ordered 
a large supply for the Pavilion at their 
m eeting Thursday night. T he chief beauty 
o f the grenade is its sim plicity, and it is in 
striking contrast w ith the heavy, cumber­ 
som e and intricate appliances heretofore 
devised. 
It is always ready, nothing to get 
out o f order, a child can use it, and it seems 
specially adapted to farm and hom e use; it 
should and w ill probably com e into general 
use. 
The expense is nom inal as compared 
with other extinguishers, selling, as it does, 
according to size, at $10 and $15 per ease of 
one dozen.

Augusta, September 6,1884. 
ilij Pear Mr. Phelps : 1 have your favor of the 
4th, advising me that the eontiuuous invention 
and wide circulation of evil reports render ;t 
advisable, in your judgment, not to wait the 
slow process of law, but to speak directly to the 
public in my owu vindication. In this opinion 
many others, on whose judgment I rely, concur. 
I shrink instinctively from the suggestion, al­ 
though 1 feel sure that I could strengthen the 
confidence of all who feci friendly to me by bring­ 
ing to view the simple thread of truth which 
is concealed in this endless tissue oi falsehood. 
You can imagine how inexpressibly painful it 
must be to discuss one's domestic life in the 
press, although I think with you that under tlie 
circumstances I could count upon the generosity 
of the public to justify a statement which other­ 
wise might seem objectionable 
I can in any 
event safely commit tlie facts to you, forper- 
snnal communication to those frien Is who have 
taken so delicate and so considerate an interest 
iu my affairs. 
The leisure iiuurs of, to-day. 
when our campaign is ended and we wait only 
for election returns, gives me an opportunity for 
this prompt reply, and for the following essen­

At 
Georgetown, 
Kentucky, 
in the spring of 
ISiS, 
when I was but 
eighteen 
years 
of ago, 
1 first 
met 
the 
lady who for more than 
thirty-five years 
has been rny wife. Our acquaintance resulted, 
t at the end of six months, in an engagement, 
which, without the prospect of a speedy mar 
riage, we naturally sought to keep to ourselves. 
Two years later, iu the spring ol 1550, w hen I 
was maturing plans to leave my profession in 
Kentucky and cstabli-h myself elsewhere. I 
was suddenly summoned to Pennsylvania by 
the death of my father. It being vety doubtful 
it 
1 
could 
return 
to 
Kentucky, I was 
threatened with an indefinite separation from 
her 
who 
possessed 
my 
entire 
devotion. 
My one wish was to secure her to myself by an 
indissoluble tie against any possible cont ingency 
in life, and on the 30th day of June. 1550, just 
prior to my departure from Kentucky, we were, 
in the presence of a chosen and trusted friend, 
united by what 1 know was, in my native State 
of Pennsylvania, a perfectly legal form of m ar­ 
riage. On reaching home I found that my fam­ 
ily. and especially 
my 
bereaved 
mother, 
strongly discountenanced my business plans, as 
involving too long a separation from home and 
kindred. I complied with her wish that I 
should resume, at least lor a time, inv occupa­ 
tion in Kentucky, whither I returned in the lat­ 
ter pari of August. During the ensuing winter, 
induced by misgivings which were increased by 
iegal consultations, i became alarmed test a 
doubt might be thrown upon tlie validity of our 
marriage by reason of a non-compliance with 
the 
law 
of 
the 
State 
where 
it 
had 
occurred, 
for 
T 
had 
learned 
that 
the 
laws of Kentucky made a license, certified 
by tlie Clerk of the County Court, an 
in 
dispensible requisite of a legal marriage. After 
much deliberation, and with an anxious desire 
to guard in the most effectual manner against 
any embarrassment resulting from our jiosition— 
for whioh I alone was responsible—we decided 
that the simplest and ai tlie same time the sur­ 
est way was to rejiair to Pennsylvania and have 
another marriage service performed. This was 
dune in the presence of witnesses in the city of 
Pittsburg, in the month of March, ls51, but was 
not otherwise made public for obvious reasons. 
It was solemnized only to secure an indisputable 
validity, the first marriage being by my wife 
and myself always held sacred. At the mature 
age of 51. 1 do not defend the wisdom or pru­ 
dence of a secret marriage suggested by the 
ardor 
and 
inexperience 
of 
youth, 
but 
its 
honor and its 
purity were inviolate 
as 
I believe, in the sight of 
God, and 
cannot 
be 
made 
to 
appear 
otherwise 
by the wicked desire of men. It brought to me 
1 a companionship which has been my chief hap 
piucss from boyhood's years to this hour, and 
lias crowned me with w hateverof success I have 
attained iu life. My eldest child—a son—was 
born in his grandmother's houseon the 18th day 
of June. 1851, in the city of Augusta. Me., and 
died in her arms three years later. His ashes 
repose in the cemetery of his native city, be­ 
neath a stone which records his name and the 
limits of his innocent life. That stone, which 
has stood lor almost an entire generation, liu 
been recently defaced by brutal nnd sacrilegious 
hands. As a candidate tor the Presidency 1 
know that I should encounter many forms of 
calumny and personal defamation ; but I con­ 
fess that I did not expect to be called upon to 
defend the name of my beiovod and honored 
wife, who is a mother and grandmother. Nor 
did I expect that the grave of my little child 
would be cruelly desecrated. 
Against such 
gross forms of wrong the law gives no adequate 
redress, and I know that in the end my\most 
effective appeal against Lite unspeakable out­ 
rages which I reeist must be to the noble man 
hood and noble womanhood of America. Your
